All four and sulti-axle flatears end heavy-duty GLlatbed cars will be 
sounted on Tuesday, oren 14, 1950 at 10 aw. the counting will also 

be made on station and shop tracks, private sidins ete. Only Genian 
gisdlway cars will be ceunted. The counted cars willl be marked through 
the nunber 3 cnalked in a trinnsle behind tne serial. number of tre car 
soncermed or on the side oar, fhe number of tue four and nulti-axle flat— 
ears and of the heavy-duty flatbed cars will be stated separately, oro- 
ken down into operatin, and non-oserative csrs, the non-operative cars
